The difficulty of heating and cooling 
glass at an equal rate throughout is 
overcome by the application of radiant 
heat and the surrounding of the edges 
with a material that prevents the heat 
from leaving them more rapidly than 
that from other portions. 
The glass 
may be made much harder than the 
ordinary product, and three times as 
strong. 
It is adapted to many of the 
purposes to which iron and steel are 
applied, and it is not impossible that 
people now living may inhabit glass 
houses, with no more fear of throwing 
stones than if the structures were of 
brick and mortar.

St. Lot*i s , March 27.—The Missouri Pa­ 
cific sent out another train Friday morning 
with less difficulty than heretofore, and 
during the afternoon and evening there was 
no excitement at alL 
A freight train was pulling out of the

east, when it wna suddenly uncoupled. 
It 
was pushed back into the yard* 
The strike on the bridge ban extended to 
the coalhoavers who coal up (he twenty on- 
gines used in transferring pussenger trains 
from the various eastern roads over the 
bridge to tho Union depot, and the coiling 
of engines w ill bo difficult, 
Tho freight train which left upon the 
Missouri Pacific in the morning proceeded 
through Pacific, Mo ., without encountering 
resistance. 
“Is there any probability of the strike 
extending any farther?” asked a reporter of 
Chairman Martin Irons at East S t J/Ouis. 
“Yes,” answered Mr. Irons, “the strike will 
prol>ably extend 
throughout 
the whole 
United Htates.” 
“W ill it be confined to 
railway employes?” 
“No, sir; the move is 
but tho beginning of the end. 
Not only the 
railway employes w ill be called out but the 
order w ill go out to all the Knights of I a - 
b‘or in this country, regardless of the occu­ 
pations.” 
“ Yes, sir, the order of 
the 
Knights of l^abor has got to be recognised.” 
“When w ill this general order be given?” 
“ 1 can not say as to the time but it w ill be 
very soon if matters ore not settled/’ 
A telegram from Philadelphia says that 
General Secretary Turner, of the executive 
board of Knights of Labor, when shown a 
copy of tho above, said:

Beales of price« must stand

Mr. Powderly says the Knights of Labor 
are to have nothing to do with tho move­ 
ment to strike for the eight-hour system 
May 1. 
It is impossible to mould public 
opinion in favor of that system by the time 
fixed.

W hile I write a dispatch is banded to me in

Y'ou will not find elsewhere in Amer* 
iea su ch highway s as the Kentu ckian 
has constru cted all over liis cou ntry — 
b road, smooth, level, white, glistening 
tu rnpikes of the macadamized lime­ 
stone. 
It is i# lu xu ry to drive u pon 
them, and also an expense, as one will 
discover b efore he has passed throu gh 
many toll-gates. 
He cou ld travel moro 
cheaply on the finest railway on tho 
continent, thou gh of cou rse it will not 
b e himself, b u t his horses and vehicle, 
that are paid for. 
What Richard Grant* 
White thou ght it worth while to record 
as a rare and interesting sight,—a man 
on an English highway b reaking stones 
—is no u ncommon occu rrence 
here. 
All limestone for all these hu ndreds of 
miles of road, having b een qu arried 
here and there, almost any where, near 
each of them, and then having b een 
carted and strewn along the road-side, 
is b roken hv a hammer in the hand of 
a man. 
By the highway he sits u su ­ 
ally an Irishman—peeking awav at a 
long ru gged pile as thou gh lie were 
good to live 
for a thou sand y ears. 
Somehow, in patience, lie alway s gets 
to the other end of his hard row.

ing architectu re, limestone water-mills,

spring-hou ses and home­ 
steads,—limestone Kentu ckians! 
Ou t­ 
side of Scriptu re no people was ever so 
like to he fou nded on a rook. 
It might 
he well to note, likewise, that the soil 
of this region is what the scientists call 
sedentary —called so b ecau se it sits 
qu ietly on the rocks, not Jb eeau se the 
people sit qu ietly on it.

tones in tho finest of silks a nd wools 
ca n 
sca rcely 
surpa ss. 
The 
blues,

specia l notice, a nd even wonderfully 
pretty sha des of olive green a re shown 
in cotton ma teria ls. 
Tho improvement 
in tex ture quite equa ls tho improve­ 
ment in colors, ha ving a lmost nothing 
to be desired in these pa rticula rs. 
The 
sheen on the surfa ce of tho new sa tin 
a lmost riva ls tha t of the silken tissues 
a nd in the universa lly gra ceful pa tterns 
there is a sha ding a nd mingling of tones

Tho cotton

B ro o kly n , March 
.—Mr. Beecher, after 
stu mbling over a badly written no tice thi*» 
mo rning, protested that he was no t getting

He lx*gg«*«l 
everybo dy who sent up a no tice to lx* rya<l to 
writo in jet black ink. 
“ The time has go ne 
be added jo co sely, “ when a partiality 
fo r black impu tes abo litio nism to any o ne, so 
do n’t bo afraid.” 
Mr. Beecher’s 
text 
was Ephesians iii, 
14-21, in which Pau l sjieaks 
o f 
the 
in­ 
terio r and higher lo ve o f Go d. 
“ M o rality as 
a su bstitu te fo r the highest fo rms o f religio n,” 
said Mr. Beecher, “bears very mu ch the same 
relatio n that learning the alphabet do es to 
w riting |)o ein.s and o ratio ns. 
A man can’t 
write them u nless ho kno ws ho w' to spo il, 
bu t a man may kno w them 
and l>o a 
du nce. 
Religio u s peo ple have u nw ittingly 
and u nwisely pro du ced an impressio n that 
mo rality is 
no thing. 
I say 
th at piety 
witho u t m o rality is no thing. 
Yo u m ight as 
well try to bring fo rth harvest witho u t so il. 
And w hat is m o rality ? It is living right to ­ 
ward o u rselves and o u r fello w men. 
It is 
no t o nly go o d fo r men in this wo rld, bu t it 
is 
the 
fo u ndatio n 
o n 
which 
piety 
is 
to Ik* 
bu ilt. 
Many perso ns 
o f piety 
break do wn 
becau se while 
they have 
reverence 
and 
veneratio n, 
and 
no w 
and then rhapso dy, yet in their perso nal 
private life they are so fu ll o f fau lts that 
everybo dy has o ccasio n to su spect th at they 
are no t very religio u s after all, and this su s­ 
picio n is generally verilied. 
Bu t the next 
step higher than m o rality is self-cu ltivatio n, 
and that is the life o f religio n. 
It is o ne o f 
self develo pment, and there is a step still 
higher, when men pu t themselves u nder chu rch 
relatio ns, and u nder institu tio ns to increase 
their kno wledge o f du ty and to help them 
perfo rm it.
